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A WEEK AMONG THE SIOUX. 


A STORY OF THEIR WOOING AND 


WEDDING.

A quarter of a century ago tlie vast coun­ 
try between the Missouri river and the crest 
o f the continental divide was a savage 
wilderness. 
Countless buffalo, elk and 
antelope roam ed w here now great herds o 
cattle, hands of horses and flocks of sheep 
graze in pastoral peace and plenty. The 
powerful plains tribes of Indians hunted 
and cam ped where now there are golden 
fields of grain, wide stretches of siik- 
ened tasseled corn, and m any sm iling 
hom es. T he transcontinental lines of rail­ 
way stretch their giant iron arm s where 
then were only the game trail and over­ 
land wagon read. The most powerful of 
these aboriginal nations was the Sioux, or, 
as 
they called themselves, the Dakotas. 
T hey 
were 
the finest physical speci­ 
m ens 
of 
the 
hum an 
race, 
m any 
o f them being six feet tall in their mocca­ 
sins; straight as an arrow, and lithe, sup­ 
ple and active as panthers, They were 
graceful, daring 
horsemen, rivaling in 
equestrian feats the Cossacks of tiie Ukraine, 
or the Bedouins of the A rabian deserts. 
They dom inated a country larger than the 
M iddle or Ne w England States. They were 
true nom ads, never cultivating the soil, but 
living solely by the chase, and w andering 
from valley to valley at will. Their wealth 
was in their bands of horses. T heir labor 
was hunting and their pastim e war. They 
were the terror of their neighbors, w hether 
w hite or red. 
Some of their chiefs once 
boasted th at “ toward the rising sun our 
w ar parties w ater their horses in the Mis­ 
sissippi river; tow aid the setting sun they 
drink l'ruiu the clear stream s that take their 
rise 
in 
the 
eternal 
snows 
of 
the 
great 
m ountains; 
to the 
south 
the 
valley of 
the A rkansas echoes to our 
battle cries; 
to 
the north the prints 
of our horses’ hoofs are to be seen in the 
sands of the British possessions.” 
Not long before the tim e of which I write 
a signal lire on their high council hill 
w ould have sent tw enty thousand m ounted 
warriors into the field. The surveys and 
prospective construction of the Pacific rail­ 
ways alarm ed these jealous and w atchful 
people, and they waged war against all pale 
faces. The war was fierce, bloody and u n ­ 
relenting. 
Sully, 
Dodge, W heaton and 
Conner led arm ies against them , but w ith­ 
o u t decisive results. 
lo 1SG6 peace was pur­ 
chased with them by liberal presents, and 
prom ises of annuities. 
W hen the treaty 
was concluded the B rule and Ogillalla 
bands started south to h unt am i w inter in 
the Republican valley T hey had 2,000 tepees 
or wigwams, and several thousand horses. 
They moved slowly down the east side 
ot tie1 North Platte. 
I saw them from the 
top of rfeott’s bluff', and they looked like 
an arm y corps of cavalry. 
D uring the tour 
years of war few w hite m en had ventured 
into that valley, and it was consequently 
sw arm ing with game. 
E very m orning 
num erous hunting parties w ent out on 
either flank am i drove the gam e before 
them tow ard the m ain body, when a grand 
slaughter look place. The m ilitary post of 
Fort Sedgwick was near the overland sta­ 
tion of Julesburg. 
It was there that the 
notorious Slade had bis headquarters, and 
there th at In held J tiles Bernard a prisoner, 
am i cut off his ears as trophies before 
shooting him . 
W e had a sm all force of 
troops at the fort for the protection of over­ 
land travel. 
We watched the progress of 
th is body of Indians w ith a good deal of 
anxiety. 
The peace had been bought, not 
conquered, ao i therefore all the frontiers­ 
m en prophesied that the chiefs would be 
unable to restrain the young braves when 
th ey once reached the overland route and 
saw th e rich wagon trains of goods that 
lined that road. 
It was in A ugust when 
they arrived at the bloody ground of Ash 
Hollow, where the gallant H arney, some 
years before, on a foggy m orning at the 
gray of dawn, had surprised a large war 
party and annihilated them . 
T hat place 
was so near the overland route that we 
m om entarily expected *o hear of an out­ 
break, and we were not disappointed. 
A t 1 o'clock of an August m orning I was 
aroused by an orderly, w ho said, “ The 
Colonel’s complim ents, and w ants to see 
you at headquarters.’ 
That needed no in ­ 
terpretation. It had only one meaning, am i 
th at was Indians. 
W ith no m arked Chris­ 
tian feeling, I obeyed. 
A t the post head­ 
quarters 1 found a civilian w ith a foaming, 
punting horse. This m an said, “ The Sioux 
are at their work again.” The Colonel 
ordered me to get whatever 1 neededand go 
to the relief of some wounded men at the 
California crossing, and said that he would 
send a eorporal and four men with me. 
1 
suggested that there were a t least three 
thousand well-armed w arriors 
in 
that 
neighborhood, and that six men would not 
m ake m uch of a fight against them . H ere 
plied that all the force at the posteould not 
tight them , anil that six men were enough 
to be killed. 
W ith this consoling explana­ 
tion 1 made my preparations, and we 
•started out. 
I had a horse, captured in tin- 
South, that was nearly thoroughbred, and 
1 determined, in case we met any force of 
Indians, to let them have the contents of 
my H enry ritle magazine, and then give 
the horse Ins head ami let him show his 
lieels to the Indian ponies. 
It was a beautiful, cloudless night, with 
a 
full 
moon. 
Our route 
was down ¡ 
the broad, 
well-beaten overland road. * 
There were no habitation- there, except the I 
stage stations, built with thick walls of sod, ' 
am i pierced with port-boles. They were 
covered w ith m ud roofs, and were bullet, 
1 lire-proof, 
it is wonderful what 
id fantastic shapes the bunches of 
s, and even the bluffs, with 
t b 
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will talic on m i 
ch circumstances, 
each and all of 
iistance assumed 
Sioux warriors. 
■ bauds w ent involun- 
H cnry rifles, and our 
our throat--. 
I can say

ot the night, and sent our 
and our hearts back to tla ir 
were near the California

crossing, and if we had to tight we could at 
least sec w hat it was we were fightin". 
At the crossing was an old French trad­ 
ing post built by Beauvais. 
It was a log 
and adobe fort, 
with 
im mense 
ware­ 
houses for storing Indian goods and furs. 
Beauvais was one of the adventurous 
French traders who had penetratisl the 
trans-M issouri country long before civiliza­ 
tion did, and made fortunes buying furs 
from the Indians. 
He was a companion 
of Chotean, St. Vrain, Kobideau, Sublette 
and Colonel Bent. 
T he roof of his lort that m orning was as 
glad a sight as ever met m ortal eye. A r­ 
rived there, we were met by Billy Beauvais, 
w ho gave us full information of the Indian 
attack. 
It 
seems 
that 
a 
party of 
young braves left Ash Hollow on a hunt 
and wandered over to the I’latte, where 
they came across the wagon train. They 
at once pitched into it, wounded and scat­ 
tered the team sters and helped themselves 
to w hat they could carry away. 
Some of the frightened team sters took 
refuge in Beauvais’, giving him a full ac­ 
count of the affair. _ H e at once sent a half­ 
breed employe of his to the cam p at Ash 
H ollow , fifteen miles away. 
In the night 
an Indian runner came in from Spotted 
T ail, the head chief, with word that he 
had caught and punished the offenders, 
that there would be no further trouble and 
that he would be at the crossing with his 
whole camp in the morning. 
It transpired 
tiiat 
the 
offending 
party 
came 
into 
the Ash Hollow camp 
ju st as Beau­ 
vais’ 
messenger hail finished 
his ac­ 
count. 
Spotted Tail, who was a 
war 
chief as well as a councilor, was furious 
at this infraction of the new treaty. 
He 
ait once seized the young chief who had 


been in charge of the party and beat him 
unm ercifully with a war club, breaking his 
arm and otherwise severely injuring him . 
H e cut his tepee or wigwam into strings, 
and shot his horses and dogs. 
Old “ Roman 
Nose,” the father of the young chief, inter­ 
fered, and Spotted Tail gave him a blow on 
th e head w ith a tom ahaw k th at laid open 
the scalp for six inches. T he oilier offend­ 
ers retired to their tepees completely cowed, 
and the outbreak was over. This was good 
news to us. 
I dressed tho 
wounds of th e poor 
team sters, and 
m u le 
them 
comforta­ 
ble. Some of them wereso severely injured 
as to require m y care for some days, and 
I settled down to see the Sioux and their 
strange customs. By 10 o clock in the 
m orning the advance of the Indians ap­ 
peared on the crest of the I’latte bluffs, and 
soon the m ain body were sw arm ing down 
to the river. 
In the distance they looked 
like ants on an ant- hill. 
T he Platte was at 
nearly full bank, but ihe m en, women and 
children, m ounted on ponies, plunged into 
the stream , and swam it like beavers. 
A 
pony, with three or four little children, 
some of them hardly able to w alk, would 
breast the current, and take his bur­ 
ilen safely to the opposite bank. 
After 
the 
crossing 
had 
been 
made 
the 
camp 
was 
pitched 
near 
th e 
river, 
and in half an hour the w om an had 
all th e tepees up, and the cam p looked like 
an arm y corps in Sibley tents. 
The old trading post soon assumed a stir­ 
ring appearance; chiefs and warriors came in 
and greeted Beauvais w ith loud 'hows, and 
inquired after his father, w ho was absent. 
The squaws cam e up from cam p to trade. 
The bargaining between an Indian trader 
and a party of squaws would be a lesson 
for a rcadv-m ade clothing m erchant. 
As 
they come in the trader takes no notice of 
them , although they m ay be old customers 
of his, and he may not have seen them for 
vears, as in this case. T he squaws look 
around indifferently and unconcernedly, 
never betraying any interest in his wares. 
A t last one m entions th at "goods are 
plenty and sales dull.” 
T he trader re­ 
plies that, “ on the contrary, goods are high 
and scarce, and that he has had such a 
rush of trade t hat he is alm ost out of every­ 
thing.” Then the squaw rem arks that 
“ furs and skins are very scarce, and that 
soon there will be none at all.” To w hich 
the trader replies that lie is “ glad of it, as 
there is no m ore dem and for them .” T i e 
squaw then asks how m uch sugar for an 
antelope skin, or some other article, ami 
when the quantity is nam ed all the squaws 
declare th a t lie is “ the stingiest m an in 
the w orld,” and th a t his “ heart is not as 
large as a grass seed.” 
A t last the Indian ware is passed over the 
counter, quickly seized and placed beyond 
recall, and a sm all tin cup of sugar is 
dipped up, at w hich there is a chorus of 
exclam ations from the squaw s at the sm all­ 
ness of the cup and at its not being full. 
A nd so it w ent on w ith every article 
sold and bought. 
Young Beauvais expected to reap a har­ 
vest from the Indians during their stay, 
which was to be a week. To increase the 
trade, he arranged for a feast to the chiefs. 
A beeve was killed, and every cooking uten­ 
sil in the trading pest was called into 
requisition. 
An old Indian was sent to 
extend 
the 
invitations 
to 
th e 
feast. 
H e w ent down to tlie edge of the land 
bench that overlooked the camp, anil w alk­ 
ing along its edge he shouted out his mes­ 
sage. lie gave a glowing account of what 
they were to have, and of the generosity of 
the w hite brother. 
Every time he passed 
near a tepee, in which there was an invited 
party, there was an answ ering “ H o w ! 
how ! how 1 ’ w hich seemed to be an un ­ 
qualified acceptance. In the interval be­ 
tween the invitation and the feast 1 had an 
opportunity to see some of the patriarchs 
of the tribe. They had tlie m ost wonder­ 
fully scatue.I and wcather-hi aten faces, but 
otherwise they did not show the effects of 
age. The eye is as bright as in youth, and 
the 
form 
is 
still 
as 
straight 
and 
erect 
as 
at 
twenty. 
They 
have 
a 
custom 
of 
scarifying 
the 
skin 
of 
their arm s, legs, breasts, and even their 
faces, when their friends take their depart­ 
ure to Ihe “ happy lim iting grounds." 
You 
have a record of the loss of friends through 
a long life of dangers and perils in these 
w hite scars. W hat a story they could tell, 
if properly interpreted, of the boss of friends 
in fierce hand-to-hand battles w ith the 
I’awnees, Crows, Utes, Apaches, ami pale 
faces; or perhaps they record the loss of 
those nearer or dearer than brother w ar­ 
riors—a wife, a daughter or a son. Just 
before th e time, for the feast som e of tiie 
old chiefs took possession of the great 
warehouse, set ap artas a banquet room. 
They took their 
places, and 
then 
awaited 
the 
arrival 
of 
the 
guests. 
W hen these came they were welcomed 
by loud “ hows,” and "assigned to places 
according to rank. W hen an ordinary per­ 
sonage came in the “ hows ” were moderate 
only; bu t when the party had specially 
distinguished him self they were long ari l 
loud. 
Little Thunder, an ex-head chief, 
was brought in. 
Jie was lame from a 
wound in the hip from a poisoned J’awnee 
arrow. His greeting was enough to take the 
of off the building. W hen all had ar­ 
rived and taken their places the food was 
brought in, steam ing hot, in tubs, kettles, 
nans and pots. 
Each lot was greeted 
with a loud “ H ow! how ! how !” 
Then 
Little 
T hunder 
com m anded 
silence, 
and m ade a speech, in which be charged 
each one to pu t every particle of hate of 
the w hite m an out of his heart before eat- 
g their food. 
H e recalled the late treaty, 
which they had all signed, and urged them 
to observe it in good faith. T he speech was 
lite long, and in ii.s delivery this old u n ­ 
educated w arrior displayed wonderful ora­ 
torical power. 
Alter he had finished, came the feasting, 
whi h lasted till tho last vestige o f food 
had disappeared. Spotted Tail, the head 
chief, who had ho severely punished the of­ 
fenders the night before, sent word that he 
was asham ed to eat a w hite m an’s food 
after w hat had happened. He said th at his 
heart was too sore over the conduct of his 
people to engage in any festivity. 
Hb also 
sent word th at he w anted to sec me, and 
that ho would call upon m e during the 
iiay. 
After the feast, the young men appeared 
with the ¡lick of tiieir horsea, and there 
was 
a 
succession 
of r.tces 
on 
the 
wide, 
hard overland road. 
A 
m atch 
would be 
made and 
then 
the 
bet­ 
ting 
would 
commence. 
If 
a 
man 
was betting, be threw the blankets, pipes, 
tom ahawks or other property on the side of 
the road th at his choice of the horses 
was to run on. 
As the betting grew 
fiercer and faster, the pile increased, till it 
som etim es seemed as though there was 
nothing m ore in the village to bet. Then 
the riders would m ount w ithout saddles, 
the partisans of each horse range them ­ 
selves along the side of the road, the start­ 
ing judge would send them off, and then 
would come the m ost demonical yells ever 
heard from hum an m ouths, all cheering 
their favorite on as he passed them . The 
race over, the w inners picked out their 
property and w innings from the two piles, 
in this way twenty races would be run in a 
couple of hours. 
About sunset Spotted Tail eatne to the 
trading-post, and stalking in w ithout a 
word of greeting to the others, walked over 
to where I was standing, and extending his 
hand, said " H ow ?” 
H e was fully six feet 
tall, and finely formed. 
H is features were 
uncom m only regular, and his expression 
pleasant. He ordered all the Indiansabout 
the place to come in. Then he commenced 
talking, sometimes addressing m e and 
sometimes the Indians. 
He recited the 
causes of the four years’ war, its incidents 
and results, and then spoke of the late 
treaty. Then he alluded to the unprovoked 
attack upon ihe train, and the punishm ent 
of the offenders. 
He declared that he bore 
every provision of the treaty in m ind each 
w aking m om ent. 
He then had brought 
ui< a horse for each wounded m an, and 
offered them as blood offerings. Then he 
turned to the Indians present and said that 
this was the last tim e th at offenses against 
the w hite people would be condoned by 
blood-m oney; 
that thenceforward blood 
would be required for blood. 
I do not 
pretend to give more than the purport of 
w hat he said. 
I have seen m any of our 
best orators of tlie last forty years, but 
none of them compared with this Sioux 
chief. 
1 had am ple opportunity during the week 
1 was there to study their habits and cus­ 
toms. 
Everything about them had an ab­ 
sorbing interest for me. 
T hat which in ­ 
terested me most, however, was their court­ 
ship and marriage. 
It is the habit of these 
people to retire to rest at dark or soon 
after. 
This necessitates an early supper. 
It is the duty of the young girls "to bring 
water from the spring or creek near which 
they are camped. 
For tho m orning meal 
this is done as early as 4 or 6 o’clock. 
On 
these occasions they are dressed with as 


m uch care as a w hite belle when she 
prom enades 
in 
a 
fashionable 
park. 
As thev returned from the spring to the 
village" they would be met by the young 
men, who wore seemingly oblivions of their 
presence. 
This was not the case, as when 
une of these ardent youths arrived opposite 
the girl of his fancy he would take the 
right upper corner of his blanket in his 
right hand, and, wheeling around lite a 
flash, throw his arm around her, thereby 
enveloping boih of them in the blanket. 
Then lie tells his story of love and adm ira­ 
tion in a low voice, ofientimcs in a singing 
tone, as though he had resorted to a rude 
verse to convey his tender passion. 
The 
frípi scolds him for his im pudence and im ­ 
pertinence, orders him to release her. and 
struggles to free liviself. 
H e seems to ex­ 
pect this perverse coyness, and continues 
his story in a torrent of words. 
If she is 
em phatic in her utterances, and struggles 
violently, the other girls eoiue to her res­ 
cue, and, pulling the blanket off, pelt him 
well w ith sticks, stones, or anything at 
hand. 
In this event the young suitor 
walks away w ith a sm ile, probably in 
search o f more w illing ears for his avowal. 
Every evening, for the week they were en­ 
camped there near this trading post, at the 
same hour, th is strange but rather em ­ 
phatic wooing w ent on. 
At other tim es 
the young people by no'word or act showed 
their preferences. 
D uring m y stay I was a frequent guest at 
the topee, or wigwam, of Spotted Tail, the 
head chief, 
lie was the son of a chief, but 
bad won his way to th e first position in tlie was .brought up on a 
g r e a t Indian nation by bravery in the field her 
by 
the 
hand 
and wisdom in ihe council. 
On these vis­ 
its he told m e tlie history of the Sioux, or 
Dakotas, from the tim e they were u sm all 
ban 
the R 
migrations alter uie ounaio 10 m e souin, ¡ 
their settlem ent at the m outh of the Obey- 
eime river, in Dakota, and th eir unequal 
but successful wars w ith tiie great Crow, 
Ute, Pawnee, Kiowa, A rapahoe and Chey­ 
enne tribes, 
lie went over his m any song, sung by Malireta am 
marches, his long Listings, his fierce bat- her young friends, and the 
ties and great victories with gleam ing eyes, 
and with as m uch pride as a Napoleon, a 
(irant or a Sheridan could have shown, 
llis oldest daughter bad died at Fort Lar­ 
amie, and be spoke of her in terms of deep­ 
est sorrow. 
H is pride at th at tim e was 
M ahreta, a daughter Iff or 17 years old. 
SLe was by far tho prettiest gir! of her tribe, 
or any other, so far as I ever saw. 
She had 
regular features.-large eyes,an aquiline nose, 
beautiful teeth, and she was a picture of 
rustic health. H er out-door life and train­ 
ing had given her a grace and ease of 
movem ent unapproached in civilization. 
She was an artist in their rude way. 
She 
excelled in decorating robes w ith the col­ 
ored beads and porcupine quills. She made 
beautiful beaded moccasins, and she did 
their picture w riting on pipes and toiua- 


around and saw that the whole fam ily were 
u jfan d gone. 
I hurried out and found the 
chief and all his relations gathered in front 
of the tepee. Soon from a distant part of 
the village the groom appeared, followed by 
the bride. No sooner was he in hearing dis­ 
tance than he was greeted with a full choru3 
of "Y ou cruel, bad m an, you havem adeour 
hearts ache.” 
“ W hat is the m atter now ?” 
he said. 
“ You have stolen the flower of 
the 
nation,” they chorused 
in 
reply. 
“ Nonsense," said h e : 
“ she is neither 
pretty nor sm art. She will not bring wood 
or water. 
W hat are you m aking a fuss 
ab o u t?” 
” I would not have taken fifty 
ponies for her,” said the father. 
“ I would 
not give a pair of blankets for her," said the 
groom. 
“ I certainly would not take less 
than forty-five ponies for her.” 
" I would 
not give two ponies for such a wife 1 ” and 
so on till ten ponies, a dozen pairs of 
blankets, some pounds of verm ilion red 
and other property were agreed upon as 
tlie purchase ¡nice. T he poor girl stood 
behind her new lord, with downcast looks, 
w hile th e bargaining was going on. W hen 
tbat wasconciuded, the groom proudly took 
her by the hand and led her up to the 
group. Then from every tepee iff thevillage 
peopierushed up and cried out: “ ilow .how , 
how, cousin ! 
How, how, how. nephew 1 ” 
and so on, claim ing every possible relation­ 
ship under the sun. 
The poor girl was neglected, except by her 
father and Little Thunder. The former 
stroked her head affectionately, and talked 
to her in a low, tender voice. 
The latter 
stretcher, and took 
and 
called 
her 
“ daughter." 
The 
eagerness of 
every­ 
body 
to 
claim 
relationship 
is 
ex­ 
plained by the fact th at tho groom had

he bad been killed by the Pawnees. I w ent 
to see h'nv she bore the news, and w hen I 
found her she was a frightful object.

had cut off ber long hair, and w ith a knife 
had slashed her arm s and face so tiiat she 
was covered with blood. She was sitting 
on the ground, w ith ashes throw n over her 
head, and was rending the air with her 
cries, in w hich she was accompanied by 
all the lost husband's 
relatives. 
The 
m ourning for the lost w arrior continued day 
and night so Ion.; as 1 was w ith them . 
The body had been brought in, and was 
prepared to be laid at rest. 
The Sioux do 
not bury their dead. There was a rude at­ 
tem pt at em balm ing, and then, with a pipe 
and tobacco, his weapons and ornam ents, 
some provisions and beads used as money, 
he was securely wrapped in a large búllalo 
robe. T hen he was carried away by a 
to be placed in some tree of a grove.

have seen som e of these groves used for 
sepulture loaded w ith bodies. 
I recall to 
m ind one at Mud Springs, near the N orth 
I’latte. On a scout we had camped there, 
and out of m ere wantonness some soldiers 
climbed up and shook the bodies down, 
until stopped by the officer of the day. 
My wounded team sters recovered so as 
to be able to be moved, and m y stay am ong 
the c-ioux cam e to an end for that tim e. 
In the following autum n the Cheyennes 
went to war, and raided tlie overland routo, 
stealing stock and m urdering people.

force was sent out from our Tort, and I ac­ 
companied it as medicul officer.

south to tho Republican, w here we came 
across theSioux camp. Spotted Tail was de­ 
lighted to see us, and gave us a w arm 
welcome. 
W e camped near by and they 
gave us plenty of game for our whole party. 
W ith them was Billy Beauvais, who bad 
several wagon loads of goods. 
Tie was 
doing a good business trading for furs. 
I 
was the guest of the chief, and given a 
pile of robes and skins for a bed in bis 
tepee. 
M ahreta was there as beautiful 
and as much the pride of her father as ever. 
At dusk that night I was talking w ith 
Billy Beauvais, near the tepee, when I saw 
an Indian lying flat on the ground near by, 
and I called Beauvais' attention to him . 
H e spoke to him , and asked him w hat he 
was doing there. T he reply was : “ Keep 
s till; I am w aiting to carry off M ahreta. 
Billy then said: " I t is M apatnla; let us 
stand back, and you will see the result of a 
Sioux courtship.” 
The members of the 
chiefs family were constantly passing in 
ami out of the tepee. Tho young chief

w ait w ithout 
the 
m ovem ent 
of a muscle. 
A t last M ahreta 
came 
out, and she had no sooner appeared 
than he sprung upon her, and taking her in 
his arm s started off with her. She m ade 
no noise or m ovem ent till they were in 
front of a neighboring tepee, when she gave 
one spring out of his arm s and disappeared 
inside the tepee. Ho vanished as suddenly 
as she did, but not in thesam e direction. 1 
thought it was all over tor that tim e, at 
least, but B illy said “ W ait and see."

few m om ents "she came ont and walked 
noisily and rapidly toward her home. Ju st 
as she was going into the tepee lie seized 
her again and carried her away. She ut­ 
tered no cry and made no resistance.

of horses have gone ; the red glare of their 
signal fires no longer sends the braves to 
battle: th e echoes of their war cries aro no 
longer heard, and the wooings by th e bub­ 
bling spring* ure few and far between. All 
that concerns them will soon rem ain only 
in story. Spotted Tail and Little T hunder 
have long since joined th e great warriors 
and m ighty hunters of their natm n in tb - 
“ happy h u n tiag grounds.’1 M apaluta and 
M ahreta sit in their ahnnst solitary tepee, 
with no hope for the little Kedbirds that 
plav around them . 


HEALTH HINTS. 


A coffce-cnp full of browned, coarse 
corn-m eal, boiled in sufficient water to 
m ake it as strong as coffee. D rink as warm 
as possible. 
A flannel cloth wet with coal oil, and 
applied at night to the throat and over the 
lungs, will invariably break up the worst 
cold and cough, ¡1 taken in tim e, and a few 
days will complete the cure. 
Large num bers of dried and smoked 
lizards are im ported by the Chinese physi­ 
cians. They-are used in eases of consum p­ 
tion and anmmia with considerable success. 
T heir virtue seems to lie in the large 
am ount of nitrogenous compounds and 
phosphate they contain. 
One of the rem edies for rough or chafed 
hands is the follow ing: 
One ounce of 
glycerine, one ounce of rose water, six 
drops of carbolic acid. 
In cold weather, 
whenever it is necessary to wash the hands, 
apply a few drops w hile they are moist, 
and rub well into the skin. 
It m ay ulso be 
used for the face. 
W hen an artery is cut the red blood 
spurts ou t at each pulsation. 
Press the 
thum b firm ly over the artery, near the 
wound, and on the side towards the heart. 
Press hard enough to stop the bleeding, 
and w ait till a physician comes. 
The 
wounded person is often able to do this 
himself, if he has the requistic knowledge. 
Always cut your'food slowly, m asticate 
w e ll; sit down to your m eals in good 
hum or, as you go to bed, sm iling and 
peaceful. 
Keep good-natured and never 
indulge in anger. 
This is the way to en­ 
sure good digestion, sound sleep and long 
life.

Dr. Fitzpatrick says he never saw a single 
instance in w hich the stye continued to 
develop after th e following treatm ent liad 
been used : T he lids should be held apart 
by the thum b and index finger, while the 
tinet of iodine is painted over the inflamed 
papilla-. 
The lids should not be allowed 
to come in contact until the part touched 
is dry. 
A few such applications in the 
twenty-four hours are sufficient.

Iu the m onth o f February last a report 
was laid before the Parliam ent of'Canada 
detailing the results o f an expedition d is­ 
patched by the Governm ent o f that coun­ 
try particularly for the purpose of inquir­ 
ing into ilia navigability o f H udson Strait 
and Bay, and, at the sam e tim e, o f gather­ 
ing inform ation concerning the resources 
o f that region, and its availability as a field 
for settled habitation. 
T his report pre­ 
sents the first properly organized attem pt 
that Las ever b e in made to pierce the 
secrets of H udson Bay for the public 
benefit. 
It is at first blush not easy to understand 
w hy this m ighty expanse o f water, occupy­ 
ing tiie peculiarly im portant position that 
it does, should rem ain for so m any genera­ 
tions 
com paratively 
unexplored, 
and 
w holly unutilized, except as a hunting- 
ground for a few New Bedford whalers, or 
a m edium o f easy com m unication between 
som e 
half-dozen 
scattered 
factories of 
the H udson 
Bay Company. 
A lthough 
called a hay, it is reaiiy an inland sea. 
1,000 m iles in length by G0Ü in width, 
having thus an area o f about 500,000square 
m iles, or quite half that o f the Mediterra­ 
nean. 
it drains an expanse o f country 
spreading out more than 
2,000 square 
m iles from east to west, and 1,500 from 
north to south, or an area o f 3,000,000 square 
m iles. 
Into its 
m ajestic 
waters pour 
feeib. rs which tsk" tlieir rise in the Rocky 
m ountains on the west and in Labrador on 
the east, w hile southward stretches out its 
river-roots away below the forty-ninth par­ 
allel until they tap the sam e lake-sottrce 
w hich 
sends 
a 
stream 
into 
the 
G ulf 
of M exico. 
Despite its distance north­ 
ward, its blue waves are never bound by 
icy fetters, and its broad gateway to the 
A tlantic is certainly navigable four months 
out o f the year, and possibly til! the year 
round to properly equipped steam ships. 
Its depths abound in tinny wealth, from 
the m am m oth w hale to the tiny caplin.

]s the Coeor of tiik S rx B l t e? 
It may 
lie asked, What suggested the idea that tiie 
sun m ay be blue rather than any other 
color? My own attention was first directed 
tin's way m any years ago, when m easuring 
tiie licat and light from different parts of 
the sun's disk. 
It is know n that tiie sun 
has an atm osphere o f its ow n, w hich tem ­ 
pers its heat, and by cutting off certain ra­ 
diations, and not others, produces the spec­ 
tral lines w e are all fam iliar with'. 
These 
fines we custom arily study in connection 
w ith the absobing vapors o f soilium , iron, 
and so forth, w hich produces them; but my 
ow n attention was particularly given to the 
regions o f absorption, or to the color it 
caused; and I found that the sun's body 
must be deeply bluish, and that it w ould 
shed blue light, except for tiiis apparently 
colorless solar atm osphere, w hich really 
plays the part of a reddish veil, lott.ng a 
little o f tint blue appear on the center of 
tlie sun's disk where it is thinnest, and 
staining the edge red. so that to delicate 
tests tin- center o f the sun is a pale aqua­ 
m arine, and its edge a garnet. 
T he effect i 
found to be so im portant that, if tiiis all 
but invisible solar atm osphere were dim in­ 
ished by hut a third part, the temperature 
o f the British Islands would rise above that 
o f the torrid zone; and this directed my at­ 
tention to the great p racy cal im portance o f 
studying the action o f our own terrestrial 
atm osphere on the sun, and the antecedent 
probability that our own air was also and 
independently m ik in g the really blue sun 
into an apparently w hite o n e . — [Prof.

ESQUIMAU GANDY. 
It would seem very strange, and perhat s 
not very pleasant, to m y young readers to 
hear a fallow caudle or the shin bone o f a 
reindeer called candy. 
And yet these 
things m ay be really considered as E squi­ 
mau candy. because they would delight the 
children o f the cold in precisely Die way 
ihal a box o f bon-bons would delight you. 
There is a certain kind o f watcr-fi.wl in 
Arctic countries know n as the dovekie. 
It 
is about tiie size o f a duck, is quite black, 
has a prom inent w hite stripe on its wings 
and its webbed feet are a brilliant red. 
W hen sitting in rows on the edge of a 
greenish rock, these little red feet arc quite 
conspicuous. 
Som etim es, when tiie men 
have killed a num ber ot dovekie», the Es­ 
quim au wom en cut oft the red feet, draw 
out the bones, and, blow ing into the skins, 
distend them as m uch as possible, so as to 
form pouches. 
W hen these pouches are 
thoroughly dried they are filled w ith rein­ 
deer tallow, and the bright red packages, 
which I assure you look m uch nicer than 
they taste, a re’ little Boreas’ candy. 
In 
very cold weather the Esquim au children 
eat great quantities o f fat and blubber; and 
this fatty food, w hich seem s to us so unin- 
vitimz. helps to keen them warm and w ell. 
T he oniy other kind o f candy that the 
Esquim au children have, is the marrow 
from tiie long leg or shin bone o f the 
slaughtered reindeer. 
Of this, also, they 
are very fond. 
W henever a reindeer is 
killed and the meat has been stripped from 
the bones o f the legs, these hones are 
placed on tin* floor o f the 
igloo and 
cracked w itli a hatchet until the 
m ar­ 
row is 
exposed. 
T he bones 
are then 
forced apart with the hands, and the m ar­ 
row is dug out o f the ends w ith a long; 
sharp and narrow spoon made from a w al­ 
rus' tu-k. 
1 have eaten this reindeer m ar­ 
row frozen and cooked ; and after one be­ 
com es accustom ed to eating frozen meat 
raw, it is really an exceptional 
lid-bit :

be

LENGTH 
OF 
NEWSPAPER ARTICLES. 


r litre is a good deal of positive a.v-er- 
tiou that, the short editorial is “ always the 
best.” ami a great many people, and not a 
few newspaper men. are fond of declaring 
their concurrence in this view, on the 
ground that life is too short, and the 
hustle of these active days 0>o oxai ting in 
it- demands, to warrant the expenditure of 
the time necessary to read a column edi­ 
torial. 
it may he worth while to reflect 
that this " bu-tling demand” is something 
that sin .Id he counteracted, and if the 
long ncw-paper article will aid in that 
work, it has a broad mission. 
It is an 
evil of the day, and mentally demoraliz­ 
ing, this superficial reading, this scanning 
and skimming of treatments of topics of 
public interest. 
But passing this, while it 
i- uudi-nia’ole that conciseness is always to 
he studied, and unnecessary elaboration 
always to be avoided, that the treatment 
by the pres- of the leading topics of the 
age rarely can be compa-.ed in what is 
popularly known as the short editorial. It 
may he waived that the editorial is neariv­ 
al ways in large type, with leads between 
each liii 
and therefore comparatively less 
lengthy than it ap¡>cars io lie, and the 
one question of proper treatment he con­ 
sidered. 
The 
subject that is worthy 
public thought is worthy logical treat­ 
ment. 
It must lie fully stated, the premises 
broadly laid, the evidences marshaled and 
the conclusion cleariy drawn. 
Any other 
treatment cultivates a flippant style, and 
snk titut - for reasoning mere dogmatic 
assertion. 
The press article should cither 
convey useful information, or reveal errors- 
and maintain the truth. 
Dogmatic asser­ 
tion will do neither. 
If the reader will 
analyze 
press 
articles 
he 
will 
find 
that 
his 
intelligence 
pays 
respect 
to those only which have a worthy object 
and 
are fortified 
by some 
degree of 
reasoning. 
The mere assertive, epigram­ 
matic statement, unsupported hv reasoning 
addressed to the intelligence, may please a 
very large class of hurried readers, but can 
have only narrow and debasing influence. 
To -ay the most, and fortify it. in the few­ 
est possible and most forcible words brings 
the largest measure of success in newspa­ 
per as in all other writing. Bnt how manv 
subjects, political, social, scientific, eom- 
merrial and religious are to lie iliqxtsed of 
in an essay of twenty or thirty lines ? Most 
people who are so nervous over their 
codec if their favorite paper devotes a 
“ leaded ” column of editorial consideration 
to a popular topic, find plenty of time to 
devote to two or three column accounts of 
public trials, social events or startling 
crime. 
But in these latter writings thev 
expect neither the perspicuity, dignity, 
good style nor conciseness that they have 
the right to look for in the editorial. The 
subject 
was 
brought 
to 
the 
surface 
by an amusing incident. 
An Eastern con­ 
temporary was taken to task by a scholarly 
reader for its one-column “ leaders.” 
The 
editor had the shrewdness to print the 
communication of the practiced literary 
man in editorial form. 
To the astonish­ 


ment of the correspondent and the amuse­ 
ment of the public the letter that the 
author deemed none too extended for the 
“ m aking” of his “ points” stretched be­ 
yond the arbitrary limit b eset for an ed­ 
itorial of proper length by nearly three 
times. 
It was an admirable reply. 
Cer­ 
tainly the .short editorial is desirable, hut 
“ shortness” should be measured with a 
due regard to the rhetorical and logical 
needs of the argument. 
In the newspaper 
writing of the day dogmatic paragraphing 
has a strong foothold, and there is no deny­ 
ing that it is gaining in popularity, but 
this 
is 
saying 
little 
or 
nothing 
for 
the advancement of public tastes, or the 
thoughtfulness or reasonableness of a por­ 
tion of the reading public, which turns to 
the “ Reviews,” content to spend any 
amount of time upon essays of many pages, 
but denies to the writer for the daily press 
n tithe of the time for consideration of the 
same subject. There is in all this criticism 
of long editorials, and the yielding of 
the press to the complaints, a great confu­ 
sion of values. 
Holland, who was an ac­ 
complished editor, grew angry when he 
came to this topic. 
He once exclaim ed: 
If any simple anil unsophisticated perron 
were for the first time to take u p a newspaper, 
aud to endeavor to judge of what things in the 
moral and social world were considered of the 
greatest imjKirtmice, what would he conclude, 
judging by the space and attention devoted to 
them in its pages? In a large majority of in­ 
stances. he would find a stingy column devoted 
to the discussions of a social science convention, 
and a liali page to a m urder or a boat-race. He 
would find a column devoted to police reports, 
* * * while the sermons of a Sunday, from 
the best minds in the country, would get no 
greater space. 
Admitting the tendency of the age and 
the press to cater to the taste that demands 
this allotment of space, the same vigorous 
writer asks: 
Has it over occurred to the editor who would 
put in this plea, (of public demand) that lie 
lias had something to do in ministering to this 
depraved liking for things that are valueless'.' 
Some time prior to the penning of the 
lines quoted, the doctor had the courage 
to say: 
Newspaper reading is one of the most pow­ 
erful cause.-of the loss ol the power to study 
* * - the reading which costs 110 effort and 
necessarily dissipates the power of study, is 
tlmt which wo should indulge in only for re­ 
creation, while (bnt which we know to be im­ 
portant in itself, and in its bearings upon broad 
knowledge aud culture, should most engage 
our time and attention. 
The great mass of the newspapers of the 
day editorially treat of important subjects, 
thóse at least that are closely related to 
the activities of every-day life and to the 
best thought of the age, and therein they 
pursue a wise course. But when their treat­ 
ment becomes dogmatic and flippant in o r­ 
der to secure mere brevity in inches down 
the column, they do the reader serious 
harm l>v cultivating a like meager style in 
thought. 
Brevity is a high virtue in 
writing if there is not sacrificed to it de­ 
liberation and reason. 
Dullness is un­ 
pardonable since 
it 
repels, 
but 
con­ 
ciseness of expression is by no means to lie 
measured by the number of lines of type 
employed, nor is elaboration to be valued 
or condemned l>v a similar standard. 
We 
should read the newspaper essay because of 
the interest of the subject and the merit of 
the treatment, and neither avoid nor seek 
it because of its length. 


A SCENE IN TUNIS 


li is not often that a superior in author­ 
ity threatens to punish a subordinate for 
not having whipped out a weapon and 
murdered one who insulted him. 
But tlie 
bad blood between the French and Italians 
has given birth to just such a case. 
< >n the 
evening of the second day of June, at a 
theater in Tunis, an Italian opera boufie 
company presented a piece in which the 
actors and singers indulged in innuendoes 
tiiat roused the indignation of French of­ 
ficers, “ and wounded their patriotic sus­ 
ceptibilities,” say tbe dispatches. 
The 
French hissed and the Italians applauded. 
\s the audience retired an Italian had 
words with a French lieutenant of the 
Fourth Chasseurs and proceeded to -lap 
his face. 
The offender was arrested and con­ 
demned to six days’ imprisonment. 
For a 
sim(ile battery this was sufficient. 
But 
the act was one calculated to disturb the 
public peace, and possibly to -cl the two 
willing nations by the cars. 
Ivcss causes 
have produced such effects in 
Europe. 
The whole Tunisian population, foreign 
and native, was thrown into the wildest 
excitement, and for a time it looked as if 
rioting would “cap the climax.” 
The 
French commander is General Boulanger, 
a hot-blooded and accomplished young 
officer. 
lie it was who attended the late 
Yorktown celebration, accompanying the 
Marquis de Lafayette and the Marquis de 
Uoehambeau, 
and 
was 
a 
favorite 
in America, 
he 
being 
pointed 
out 
as 
the 
beau ideal of soldierly bear­ 
ing. 
< i enera 1 
Boulanger is 
in 
com­ 
mand of tlie 
French forces at Tunis. 
He was chagrined at the lightness of the 
punishment awarded the Italian and the 
failure of the Lieutenant to run the of­ 
fender through the body. He sat him down 
and dictated a general order that in future, 
on the least provocation from Jews or 
Italians, the French officers mu-t draw 
their words and avenge the insults, “since 
the law no longer protects the French.” 
The Dro,ureur-< leneral became alarmed 
and gave notice of appeal against the judg­ 
ment of the Court in the case of the Italian, 
whereupon Boulanger, after ordering the 
Lieutenant punished for not killing the 
Italian, modified (he harsher expressions 
of hi- edict. 
Intense excitement prevailed 
among the people, and it needed only a 
spark 
more 
to 
set 
all 
aflame. 
The 
theater was dosed, such was the heat of 
feeling, 
and 
the civil officers 
yielded 
to the rage of Boulanger, and sent the 
prisoner to Algiers for further punishment, 
in ease the judgment is reversed. General 
Boulanger may be the very pink of per­ 
fection .os a soldier, but evidently he has a 
very narrow conception of the purposes of 
civil government. 
The assault was just 
such as might occur anywhere at any time, 
when rival patriotic hot-heads meet. 
It 
should not he tortured into a national in­ 
sult by exaggeration. 
Neither should it 
l>e treat 'd as an offense against thedignitv 
of the French army. 
General Boulanger 
will find it very difficult to make his 
chasseurs such privileged characters that 
no 
man 
may 
lay 
hand 
upon 
their 
uniforms without danger of lieing spitted 
tijKui their swords. 
In France such an 
order as that of the General would lie less 
ojien to criticism. 
A nation may hedge 
about its own soldiery with many measures 
of protection. 
But when its troops are 
abroad, especially when they are in local­ 
ities where their presence is considered 
humiliating, such an order as Boulangers 
is likely to go beyond the control of its 


author and to bring about complications 
of a very serious character. 
The people of 
France and Italy have for some years 
been industriously cultivating the bel­ 
ligerent spirit, one against the other, and 
fostering rival jealousies 
Such events 
as that described are calculated to bring 
on an open rupture and a • cool-headed 
commander, instead of cultivating them, 
would do 
his 
best 
to belittle them. 
However, it 
is 
barely 
possible 
that 
there 
was 
deep-laid purpose in 
Bou­ 
langer’s 
anger. 
The 
rival rv 
be­ 
tween Italy and France, 
tiic schemes 
of the former in regard to Egypt, the evi­ 
dent understanding between England and 
Italy, the effort of the latter to plant her 
power upon north 
African shores—all 
these have possibly moved France to ac- 
cvjit slight provocation as sufficient excuse 
for an open rupture. 


SMITH'S MISSION. 


BOOK REVIEW. 


Some weeks ago we referred to “ John 
Codman’s id ea” of working a reform in 
Utah Mormonism. 
In brief, his plan was 
to encourage the monogamic branch of the 
Mormon Church in its efforts to convert 
the polygamic Mormons to the original 
faith, before it was disgraced by the celes­ 
tial marriage and plural wife “revelation.” 
Joseph Smith, a son 
of the original 
“prophet,” is now in Sait Lake City, louk- 
ing over the field for jireeisely such work 
as Codman’s idea suggests. 
lie represents 
the monogamic wing. 
If polygamy can 
be eradicated from among the essentials of 
the I'tah Church, the religion is no more 
open to assault than that of any other sect. 
The Deseret Xcws is annoyed that the 
leader of the Josephites has come to Utah. 
It seeks to draw his attention to the influ­ 
ences that induced him to couie. 
These 
were, the Neus says, influences at enmity 
with the Latter-day Saints—meaning the 
non-Mormon or Gentile class. 
It adds : 
If th at gentleman chooses to bumil¡ate him­ 
self by acting in the capacity of a tool ia the 
hand- ol those who arc working an injury to an 
innocent anil con.-cicniious community, that is 
his privilege. The dignity and manliness of 
such a position, however, is open, to say the 
least, to tiie most pronounced criticism. And if 
lie 
fails to 
penetrate 
the 
hypocrisy of 
those who are neaping auti-“ Mormon" flattery 
u I ion him in sickening doses, liis obtuseness 
m ust be lamentable. 
It is altogether probable that Mr. Smith 
is just as far-siglited and penetrating ns 
any of the Utah leaders. 
H e knows, of 
course that “Gentiles” are pleased with in­ 
coming. 
He knows, of course, that they 
are not friendly in a religious sense, 
to 
the 
doctrines 
of 
his 
faith. 
But 
he knows that this unfriendliness extends 
only to the polvgamic practices of a wing 
of the Mormon Church, and that the 
“ Gentiles" of L’tali have no other aim in 
aiding him than to break the polygamic 
power, and that once made subservient to 
law they will be precisely as tolerant of 
Mormonism as any other form of religion. 
The News evidently fears the influence of 
Smith, since it warns the faithful that he 
is a “ repudiator,” and is working in a di­ 
rection that is approved by “ apostates, the 
vile, the ungodly, corrupt, cruel knaves,” 
etc. 
This js all w ell for the Josephite. It 
ought to give him encouragement. lie has 
drawn the fire of the enemy without him­ 
self firing a shot. 
Whoever is feared has 
powcr; whoever is contemned by his op­ 
ponent, and charged with offenses, and re­ 
pudiated without a 
discussion 
of his 
claims has already made headway, and 
can afford to continue on in his mission. 
Smith single-handed may be the means 
after all of accomplishing that which the 
l'nited States Government has failed to 
consummate after thirtv vears of labor.

a Stitiy op Poí.i- 
TIC3. By Albert Stiekuey. New York: Harper 
m Bros 
Fan Francisco: A. L. Bancroft A Co. 
In this compact volume the author seeks 
to impress the reader with the pressing po­ 
litical need fur a National Constitutional 
Convention. 
This, he claims, is demanded 
to develop a true democratic form o f gov­ 
ernment, for he views the experience of 
the past one hundred years in the nature 
uf an experiment only, but one that lias 
been a success, though not in all respects 
what impatient men have wished. 
His 
belief is that the framers of the Constitu­ 
tion had no idea that their work was done 
for all time. 
The citizen must have a 
greater right than to deposit the ballot—he 
must 
have a 
real voice 
in 
the se­ 
lection 
of 
jiublie 
men 
and 
public 
measures. 
H e 
must have more than 
the 
right 
of 
periodical 
revolution 
by turning out one set of men from office 
aitd putting in another. 
Our present form, 
he claims, docs not secure to us real politi­ 
cal freedom and 
the supremacy of the 
people's will and judgment. 
Every indi­ 
vidual should have a voice in the selection 
and control of the men to administer pub­ 
lic affairs—not an aggregated and indis- 
crimate control by all the people, but a 
special charge. 
Every man must have his 
one free voice, his full weight, his wisest 
action in the control of every jiublie affair. 
The public meeting is the organ of the 
people's thought and will. If the numbers 
are too large in given groups, they must 
meet and act through their elected repre­ 
sentatives. and in choosing these the people 
should meet as individuals in primary clis- 
trii'is. Thus, in electing a President, the 
division might be made in this manner on 
the basis of 10,000,000 votéis: 1 electoral 
body of 400; 25.000 votes to choose 1 elector; 
250 "votes to each primary district; lfH* such 
primary districts to every 1 greater district. 
So every 250 would meet and elect one rep­ 
resentative. The 100 so chosen would meet 
and elect one member ironi each larger 
district to the final body, which would in 
turn meet and elect the President. To the 
objection that suggests itself to every mind, 
that in each small district there will be 
men who wish to shape action to secure 
nersjnal ends, he replies that the meeting 
of the citizens will afford them the best op­ 
portunity they can have to defeat unworthy 
schemes. To those acquainted with the 
masterly disciplinary powers ol the modern 
political boss, this explanation will not ap­ 
pear to be very forcible: nevertheless, it 
is better than the proposed seeret-sociely 
plan being agitated at this time in Sun 
Francisco. 
But we cannot consider all the 
details Mr. Stickney advances. So far as 
fte urges the assembling of citizens fre­ 
quently in open meeting to consider gov­ 
ernmental affairs, lie is unquestionably 
right. 
Men thus meeting will come to 
know each other better, to realize tlieir 
¡lower, and thus easier thwart the schemes 
of the boss. 
H e is eminently sound when 
he says: 
The abie and honest men in every society arc, 
a s a rule, busy men. They cannot give large 
amounts of tithe to the discharge; id' the ordi­ 
nary public duties oí the citizen. * 
* 
* In 
the" meeting of ordinary citizens, notiiing 
weighs like the clear common sense of suc­ 
cessful business men. And the men who are 
successhtl are. in the long run, tbe men who 
are able and honest. These raen, if we use the 
public meeting of all citizens at all times, for 
all popular action on men and measures, will 
control popular action. 
In this respect the scheme of Mr. Stick- 
ney is theoretically correct; the town m ilt­ 
ing is too greatly in disuse. 
But how to 
revive the interest in it is the question. 
It 
cannot be done by the force of enactment. 
It must come about by reason of the con­ 
victions of men regarding tbe duties and 
interests of citizenship, and a personal 
realization of individual 
responsibility. 
Stickney holds that the revival of the pub­ 
lic meeting is practicable, and his reason­ 
ing on this point is one o f the most inter­ 
esting ehajiters in the volume. 
In brief, 
lie 
believes 
it 
practicable 
because it 
is simpler and 
more 
democratic than 
our present political organization systems. 
In the jiublie meeting lie would have action 
taken on only one man, or one measure at 
one time, thus lie would eliminate “ gen­ 
eral tickets” in the process of popular elec­ 
tion. 
In the organization of government 
each man and each body of men, he holds, 
must have one function : the supreme con­ 
trol o f each people's jmblic affairs must be 
in one body ; the executive administration 
must be under one head and the body 
having 
the 
supreme control of each 
people's 
public 
affairs must 
be that 
people. So, the head of each people's 
executive administration must lie selected 
by that people and subordinates be se­ 
lected by that head. 
W hile the security 
for wise and honest administration must 
be largely the result of wise choice by the 
people, yet lie holds there is other security, 
and this he finds in the theory of having 
every man in the State, and every official 
at all times, under the direct supervision 
and control of some one man or body 
of 
men 
best 
fitted 
for that duty. 
The 
security 
for 
this 
supervision 
is 
the 
control 
by 
each 
jieuple of 
the 
members 
of 
its 
own 
jmblic 
m eeting; 
so 
lie 
would 
have 
no 
tenure by election ; every member of a 
popular assembly would thus continue to 
serve until his whole peojile, by judgment 
expressed in its popular assembly, decide 
that public interest demands bis removal. 
•So ( lections would be held only to lili va­ 
cancies. This is a startling proposition, 
but thought divests it of much of its 
seeming impracticability, though in saying 
this we do not mean to be understood as 
being 
committed 
to the doctrine; but 
we do 
say 
that such 
a democratic 
system 
would 
have 
a 
tendency 
to 
destroy the professional politician class 
which is of all things desirable. As to the 
discussion of the fitness of men to thus 
govern by jiopular assemblies; as to tbe 
possibility of securing the free and healthy 
action of the people by such a system : as 
to whether tenure by election makes good 
government im possible; these are matters 
in which we cannot follow the author 
now. The volume is worthy of thought­ 
ful perusal and the methods by which 
the ends he jioints out can be attained arc 
discussed s.) clearly and simjdy that these 
concluding pages will greatly interest the 
reader. 
We may say. however, that the 
plan jirojiosed would abulish term elections 
for Congressmen and tbe President: till 
vacancies by popular election ; consolidate 
the Senate and House of Representatives, 
with power to control and remove the 
President, the latter to solely control and 
appoint the heads of departments, anil the 
lii’ttd of each to control and remove his 
subordinates. These are the reforms Mr. 
Stickney would introduce by reformation 
of the Constitution, and ujmn which we 
shall take occasion at another time to ex­ 
press our own views.

“ China" is the title of an octavo volume 
bv Professor K. K. Douglas, of the British 
Museum. 
It is edited by Arthur Gilman, 


M. A., is fully illustrated and is in a form 
very easy and pleasant to the eye. 
It is 
from the press of D. Lotftrop A Co.. Boston, 
and retails at $1 50. 
The author is Pro­ 
fessor of Chinese at King's College, Lon­ 
don. and a distinguished historval scholar. 
He was for many years a resident of China, 
and made it his business to study the 
people and the country and its laws. ’ It is 
a brief, 
compact, 
attractive history of 
China. 
There is a charming method in 
Professor Bougies’ story-telling. 
He jier- 
mits no dull jiage in his recital. 
He tells 
the story of China, its development, re­ 
ligions, industries, people, government and 
society without any attempt to conceal 
defects or to exaggerate virtues. 
It is 
especially interesting and exhaustive in 
treating of customs, superstitions, domestic 
life, agriculture, education, treatment of 
criminals, 
legislation. 
rulers, 
classes, 
philosophical 
speculation, 
priesthoods, 
Chinese morality, etc. The work has had 
the Critical_ examination of a Chinese scholar 
educated in England. 
He has not been 
jiermitled to change the text, but has ex- 
jiressed him self in a few font notes. 
These 
are so meager as to justify the inference of 
his approval of the book, which fact will 
enable the reader o f this notice to estimate 
the book somewhat more closely, since it is 
by an Englishman and is commended bv a 
Chinaman of scholarly attainments. 
For something like two years last past 
there have appeared in the “ Pojmiar rici-

F evit N otes.—T he Sacram ento river 
boats are bringing im m ense lots of fruit to 
Sacram ento, where it is loaded into cars 
and shipped to Eastern points by Sacra­ 
m ento shippers. 
The fruit comprises B art­ 
lett pears, several varieties of plum s, apri­ 
cots, peaches and apples. 
The fruit is 
generally prepared and packed for shipm ent 
in the orchard, so that on its arrival here no 
tim éis lost in getting it properly loaded and 
started on its Eastern trip. 
Besides the 
river fruit, large lots come in by rail front 
other sections, Sacram ento being a common 
center. As a result, a large num ber of cars 
are going forward daily—so m any that al­ 
ready some m arkets art- being overstocked, 
which usually m eans loss to tbc shipper. 
Besides ttie Eastern m arkets, Sacram ento 
dealers have a large trade in the neighbor­ 
ing towns, as well as in adjoining States, 
for various kinds of fruit and vegetables, 
and large lots are moved daily by express 
and freight. 
In small fruits the season is 
now well 
advanced, cherries, currants, 
strawberries and raspberries having alm ost 
entirely disappeared. 
Blackberries 
are 
now a great feature, the crop being an im- 
tnense one. They are grown near the 
city, and brought in in wagons. Tiie sea­ 
son is at least three weeks earlier than 
usual on nearly all varieties of fruit. 
Bart­ 
lett pears are being picked in som e locali­ 
ties a m-mth earlier than usual. The first 
Crawford peaches made their appearance 
this week, from the Sacram ento river: the 
first nectarines and first cling peaches, from 
Fenryn. 
Fruit of all kind is. very tine, the 
pears especially being sm ooth and, so far, 
rem arkably free of codlin moth, etc. 
The 
Bartlett pear crop of the H opping estate, 
com prising some 4,000 boxes, was yesterday 
sold by the executors of the estate.

Ewing was form erly a resident of Sacra­ 
m e n t o , but is now engaged in pioneer fruit­ 
growing in Arizona, In lievittg that the well- 
known hot climate there will produce so 
m uch earlier than elsewhere that there will 
be large profits, in absence of competition in 
m arket.

Tits; LOSS OK apricot trees. 
T he fatality which Las appeared during 
the past two or three years to be ever 
present w ith ¡lie apricot trees in most por­ 
tion.- of the State has recently been the 
subject of m uch com m ent and inquiry 
by fruit-growers and the press, with a view 
to ascertain the cause and if possible find 
a rem edv. Several com m unications have 
been received upon the subject, in response 
to an article which appeared in th e R e c o r d - 
r x io s recently, but, unfortunately, there 
seem s to be as yet no satisfactory solution 
of the m atter. 
T here is hardly a fruit­ 
grower who has an apricot orchard but 
can report the loss of more or less trees, 
and m any have had such unwelcom e ex­ 
perience that they will not plant any 
hereafter. 
These facts are greatly to be regretted, as 
California has bt ‘ :i regarded especially the 
home of the apriool. and its cultivation has 
given rare prom ise of valuable returns to 
the State. 
A few years since a leading hor­ 
ticultural paper rem arked in its enthusiasm 
over the successful yield of apricots in Vaca 
valley, that such yield could be obtained 
nearly throughout the rúate; that Califor­ 
nia was the natural orchard-ground of this 
class of fruit for the world, and that the 
dem and of the world would fully equal all 
we could produce. This was a very florid 
picture, but u nitss apricot trees prove to 
have more certain tenure of life than at 
present indiA led in m any localities, there 
will be no increase of production beyond 
yield from the orchards now planted, but 
on the contrary, thi? w ill soon very greatly 
decrease. 
The expressions w hich have been re­ 
ceived am i heard as t - loss of apricot trees 
stronglv show that there are various causes. 
It is known th at am ong these, the stock 
upon w hich the apricot is budded, plays 
an im portant part. 
The disease or blight 
w hich lio3 caused such widespread disas­ 
ter, and exhibits itself by causing the tree 
to suddenly w ither and die w hile in full 
leaf, is another striking phenom enon in 
the problem. The non-union of the two 
wooiis, at the point of budding, when apri­ 
cot is budded upon alm ond, from which 
cause the trees at various ages hr broken 
off. and ti.o trt e thus lost, lias already been 
the subject 
f anim ated newspaper discus­ 
sion. 
S . Mile >, of Stockton. *a m em ber 
of the State Board of H orticulture, takes 
strong grounds against the alm ond as a 
root stock for apricot budding, and regards 
it an utter failure for th at purpose, and that 
m uch of present i.niurc upon part of apri­ 
cots is due to it. 
Felix (il'ilet, of Nevada 
City, and formerly a m em ber of the same 
Board, think this com plaint, at least in 
part, arises from the m ethod employed in 
budding or grafting. 
Dr. O. Ilarvev. oí Galt, says : 
“ As re­ 
gards the -hot: life <>r early decay of the 
apricot, my observation and experience is 
not in a-vord w' !• rim ■ offer -d by your 
n 
ndtnts. 
Wil h me, during some 
eight years' experience, the apricot, upon 
its natural stock, has been a hardy, vigor­ 
ous tree, and not a single death, hearing 
every year, but more prolific every second 
vear" 
I would suggest that the character 
of the soil, care arid cultivation enters 
largely into this whole question." 
ft. 1). Stephens, of May hew, whose or­ 
chard is -ituatcd on the American river, 
says he has no trouble with apricot trees 
except on tin*second bench ¡and, and hence 
ho attrim ites largely tin- tre- s partially or 
wholly dying there, to a lack of sutlicient 
moisture.

The result 
is that peach stones , -f every cultivated spe­ 
cies of peach arrsp ■ .ted and budded w ith­ 
out regard to w hat w aid be the end of it. 
The result is that such stock proves a poor 
property. These are my serious objections 
to that mode of tree propagation 
If you 
will take the pains to investigate, you will 
see that stones from the cultivated or 
budded peach trees are small, and the ker­ 
nel is sm all and sickly, in m any instances 
not m ore than half as large when drv as 
the space allotted to it in the pit 
But on 
the contrary yi.ii will find the wild peach 
pits large and the kernel full size. The 
latter, in m y own experience, has always 
proved the best and safest stock.” 
It. It. Blowers, of W o ¡eland, on being 
inquired of about his experience, on tins 
subject, said : ” Some eighteen years ago I 
liad about one dozen aim :: 1 trees upon 
which had been grafted the Royal apricot. 
For two or three years they m ade a splen­ 


did growth, after which they raised two 
good crops. Then their yield gradually 
declined, the growth became less and less 
each year, and about the sixth year they 
were entirely worthless, although the al­ 
mond root was in a perfectly healthy con­ 
dition. 
Most of them broke off ft the 
point of union; none of them showed a 
perfect union.” 
Jam es E. French. Loomis, who, as has 
heretofore been stated, looses a goodly per 
cent, of his apricot trees each year, favors 
grafting or budding upon peach, and 
thinks th at if the budding is done not 
nearer than eighteen inches or two feet 
from the ground, the trees will not die. 
H e says that none of the trees in his or­ 
chard that are budded thus far from the 
ground have died. This is a point w orthy 
of consideration, and if there are others 
who find upon exam ining their trees a sim ­ 
ilar state of facts, wc should be glad to have 
them send a statem ent of the sam e to the 
R ecobd-U nion, th at our readers interested 
in the subject may have the benefit derived 
from such observation and comparison. 
A prom inent fruit-grower at Newcastle 
says his experience has convinced him that 
¡•¡¿'is not safe to bud apricot upon alm ond, 
as the union of the two woods is not suffi­ 
ciently perfect. 
H e did not state what 
stock he would use, bu t regards m uch of 
the fatality in apricot orchards to be trace­ 
able to the factors included in the budding. 
C. B. Connolly, of th e same place, dis­ 
courages pruning apricot trees, and thinks 
they are, for som e reason, injured in that 
way. 
H e would only apply the pruning 
shears when he found a broken limb, or it 
was necessary to give proper direction to 
the shape of the tree. H e applies the same 
rule to tlie pruning of peach trees, and 
states that, w hile others around him have 
been seriously troubled w ith curled leaf 
and few peaches, his trees have been free 
from the leaf trouble and lie has had large 
crup? of peaches, 
it his trees in tlie fail 
show a w ant of vitality, he sprays them 
w ith concentrated lye, and in the spring a 
new bark appeal's and a thrifty growth fol­ 
lows. 
T he experience of W illiam Siiillings- 
liurg, who resides in the vicinity of Mr. 
Connolly, leads him to the sam e conclusion 
concerning apricots. 
H e would never cut 
them any m ore than good husbandry in 
keeping them in proper shape required. 
H e a!s : opposes the use of m uch water—of 
course referring to irrigation—in the case of 
apricot trees. 
Ho says he has found the 
best results by giving them very little or no 
water, but in this, several of bis neighbors 
take the opposite view, and, as will be seen ¡ 
above, R. I). Stephens, of Maylicw, ac- j 
counts for the trees dying on his place, so ; 
far as the lim ited num ber of apricots he 
has had, to a lack of m oisture because upon 
th e higher gr. un 1. 
The above gives an idea of the various 
views and suggestions upon the apricot 
question. 
The eff ect of so many trees dy­ 
ing or being rendered worthless during the 
past two or three years greatly lessened 
the putting out of further orchards of this 
variety last spring, and it is expected the 
sales will he still le.-s another planting sea­ 
son. 
J. F. Madden states that while there 
had been large sales of young apricot trees I 
at Newcastle for years past, very few were ' 
sold last spring. People in buying trees 
would rem ark to him that they did not 
wish any apricots, as after growing two or 
three years and arousing "great expecta­ 
tion” they would suddenly die w ithout no­ 
tice or provocation. 
These com plaints m ay now he said to be 
general throughout the Slate, and not con- 
lined to any particular soil, clim ate or 
locality. The Preef aud Horticulturist, pub­ 
lished at Riverside. San B ernardino county, 
recently said: 
“ There are m any apricot 
trees lost this season with the gum disease. 
H ealthy trees are suddenly attacked : they 
wilt, the gum exudes from the bark in 
large quantities, and in a week's tim e the 
tree is dead and the leaves are dry and 
brow n.” 
KÍI.L THE POULTRY LICE. 
Alm ost all poultry are lousy more or less. 
I think good arrangem ents fur dusting will 
always keep tlie lice in check. T he sm all 
hen louse moves along the roosts and sides 
of the building several feet, and sometimes 
annoys cattle and horses, but the trouble 
to them is quite tern j -orarv. 
If the fowls 
arc freed from them , they will leave other 
stock at once. 
Roosts ought always to he 
removable, so that they can be scraped and 
washed with kerosene. 
I find kerosene or 
crude petroleum an excellent addition to 
whitewash. This treatm ent, w ith a sootl 
dusting box for the fowls, in w inch there 
m ay be occasionally thrown a pailful of 
wood ashes a n d a pound of flowers of sul­ 
phur, will keep lice effectually in check. 
Horses and cattle in adjoining apartm ents, 
with only loose board partitions separating 
them from the poultry-house, will not be 
seriously troubled by the verm in. 
HOW TO HAVE (toon CROPS. 
Reports from the harvest field- so far are 
encouraging. In every instance we believe 
tlie yield has proved better than was antic­ 
ipated. 
rn Fresno and T ulare it is even 
said that, the wheat crop is turning out b et­ 
ter than it did last year. 
In Butte and 
most of the northern counties considerably 
more than half an average crop is now ex­ 
pected. The grain on sum mer-fallowed 
lands is likely to yield a good crop every­ 
where. 
It is the winter-sown grain that 
has failed. If the practice of sum m er-fal­ 
lowing were universal, there would be no 
failure of grain crops in this State. A nd if 
the fields were put through the rotation of 
grain, pasture and suramer-fallow, a grain 
crop being produced from each field every 
th ird year, the crops would always be 
large. 
A ranch of 600 acres could thus al­ 
ways have 200 acres in grain, and under 
this system m uch greater profit could lie 
made than by incessant cropping of the 
soil w ithout m anuring. 
By this method 
only one-third of a ranch needs to be 
plowed and seeded each vear. This plan 
is entirely practical, and has been thor­ 
oughly tested in California, with the most 
satisfactory results. 


W ASH I Mr BUTTER. 
The only tim e th at all the butterm ilk 
and w hat tt contains can la- separated from 
the butter, and removed w ithout requiring 
to knead or over-work the butter, is while 
the butter is yet in a granulated form. If 
the churning lie so far advanced that the 
butter will bo gathered in a large lum p, it 
will have all through the lum p more or 
le.-.s butterm ilk, in which butterm ilk there 
will of course bo m em branous or caseous 
or other solid m atter. 
Not only will the 
grain of the butter be injured by the 
kneading required to remove this butter-j 
m ilk, but tin- kneading will remove little j 
else than the liquid of the butterm ilk, j 
leaving m uch of the solid m atter incor­ 
porated with the butter. T he kneading 
of th e butter tends only 1 1 press and so­ 
lidify all th 
- did m atter o f tlie mass, 
squeezing out only liquid. 
Moreover, 
when the butterm ilk is gathered into a j 
lum p of butter, any taint or im purity in j 
the butterm ilk by closer. Linger, even 
perm anent contact with the butter, m a­ 
terially injures the quality of the butter. 
If, off the other hand, the butterm ilk and j 
all it c attains be draw n away before the 
butter ha advanced beyond the granulated j 
form, a more perfect result is secured, 
lie washing the butter at alow tem perature | 
w ith water and brine, the butteim ilk and 
all it contains m ay he removed from it, 
and before any taint or im purity has been 
given to the butter, and the grain be saved 
from the kneading that otherwise would he 
necessary. In this process butter w ill be­ 
taken out com paratively little affected by 
delects or tain t in cream . 
Cream may be 
advanced more or less toward a bitter taste 
or decay, and the butter, because being in ­ 
do-- d in and prote tied by its pellicle, not 
vet affected. 
It is because of this protec­ 
tion that sweet butter may be m ade from 
-our cream. Sourness is an advancem ent 
I. ¡wards decay. 
It is equally true that the 
cream hi:.v b m ere or less bitter and tlie 
butter hidden away in it be yet sweet. 
W hen churned the sourness or bitter is in 
the butterm ilk and the butter is yet pure. 
The butterm ilk adds its sour or bitter taste 
to the butter according to the quantity and 
tim e of its presence with the butter. 
The 
obvious remedy is the quickest and most 
complete separation 
possible.—[London 
Provisioner. 


AN IMMENSE FRVIT DRIER. 
M aking due provision for drying or 
canning the fruit is one of the things to 
which the fruit-growers of California m ust 
pay due attention. Changes in the m arket 
dem ands will often render it less advant­ 
ageous or impossible to sell certain varieties, 
or an entire crop for shipm ent or local use 
a green fruit, and then to prevent loss and 
secure a profit the producer m ust be ready 
to take care of the overplus either by dry­ 
ing or canning. T he Ventura Free ¡‘rest 
m entions a large fruit-drving estnblish- 
m ent now being erected by R. G. Surdam 


in that county, which is 40 by .SO feet, two 
stories high and contains four furnaces and 
dryers, each capable of accom m odating six 
tons of green fruit. T he m ain flues, which 
are tw enty feet long and three feet in 
diam eter, 
are 
surrounded 
inside 
with 
tw enty-four 
two-inch pipes, 
twelve of 
w hich discharge at the back end of the 
furnace and the others at various distances 
along the furnace. 
The dryers, w hich are 
situated im m ediately over the furnaces, 
are tw enty-tw o and onc-lialf feet long, 
seven feet wide and nearly seven feet high, 
holds ISO trays three 
feet five inches 
square: the four will accommodate twenty- 
four tons of fruit, yielding four tons of 
dried fruit each day and possibly more. 
Mr. Surdam will employ about" eighty 
hands during the busy season. 
H e has 
purchased the fruit o f 200 acres of apricots, 
paying one and a half cents for the green 
fruit. 
A fter the apricot season he will dry 
peaches, apples, etc. 
In connection with 
the drying establishm ent he also has a 
cannery, w ith a capacity of from 1,000 to 
2,000 cans a day. 


GENERAL NOTES, 
Of the m any varieties of peac-lies, the 
New Jersey H orticultural Society tiiinks 
th at the best for profit are the Oldntixon 
and Crawford’s Late. 
Potash on grape vines has been tried 
with great success, especially on light soils. 
It is said to promote tlie thrift of the vines 
and largely increase the yield of the crop. 
If milk is set at home for cream the 
sooner it can he set after m ilking and the 
higher the temperature the better, as cream 
rises best and almost wholly while tlie tem­ 
perature is falling. 
The best way to market grain, says an 
exchange, is to first feed it to cattle, sheep, 
hogs and poultry ; then market them. Two 
birds are thus killed with one stone. 
You 
get the lop price for your grain and the top 
price for your food supply, and, best of all, 
you cut off a part of the $6,000,<X>0 drain 
that has formerly gone abroad for these 
very supplies. 
An English writer in an exchange says 
nitrate o f soda in liquid form, containing 
about one pound of nitrate to twelve gal­ 
lons of water, acts as a powerful stimulant 
to pot plants, imparting a luxuriant hue to 
the foliage, and is particularly beneficial to 
dahlias and chrysanthemums. 
The num­ 
ber of applications must depend oh the 
nature and condition of the plants. 
It is 
not to he given to plants at rest. 
The Aylesbury, England dairy farmers 
Lave been sending milk from cows fed on 
ensilage to a milk-condensing factory, and 
the company finds so much trouble with 
the milk that when the time for making 
new contracts comes round milk will he 
refused that is made by cows fed on ensi­ 
lage. The New York State condensing fac­ 
tories have had a similar experience, yet 
ensilage milk is pronounced by the city 
inilk-peddlers as o f the very best quality. 
Pigeons are more profitable than may be 
supposed, as they often hatch and raise as 
many as ten pairs of squabs in a year. 
No 
one should expect them to pay a profit un­ 
less a suitable poultry loft has been pro­ 
vided. 
If left outside in boxes the owls 
raid on them. 
Hundreds of squabs and 
adults are yearly destroyed without the 
knowledge of tlie keeper by such midnight 
marauders. The hawks also destroy the 
old birds during the day, but the owl is the 
principal enemy. 
Austria supports seventy schools of agri­ 
culture, with 2,200 students and 174 agri­ 
cultural evening schools, with 5,500 stu­ 
dents. France has forty-three farm schools, 
with thirty to forty pupils at each. 
The 
Government pays the board of each pupil, 
and allows him 70 francs a year for cloth­ 
ing. Paris has three department srliools 
of agriculture and a National Agricultural 
Institute. 
Germany has over 150 schools 
of agriculture, horticulture, aboriculture 
and viniculture. Their first experimental 
agricultural station was established in 1852; 
upward of sixty are now in operation, each 
one having a special line of research. 


THE SILK INDUSTRY. 


Tin* Purchase of turoons—Preparations 
for tlie Keeling or Siilt, etc. 
A letter from Mrs. Louise Rienzi, one of 
the members of the California State Board 
of Silk Culture, furnishes tire information 
for tire reader? of the Rkcoiíh-1'nion, that 
the Board has now opened its filature at 21 
Montgomery Avenue, San Francisco, and 
is prepared to receive cocoons from pro­ 
ducers. 
It will pay 81 40 j t-r pound for 
first-class cocoons; $1 20 per pound for sec­ 
ond class, and 81 for third class. 
If pro­ 
ducer-. however,prefer, tin* Board will have 
the cocoons reeled free of charge, and 
return the reeled silk to the producers. 
These faeilitiesfor disposing of theco oons, 
and having silk reeled, remove the greatest 
obstacles that have hitherto stood in the way 
uf successful silk culture in California, and 
may be regarded as the hegiun'ng of a new 
era in this industry. The State can well 
afford to aid the efforts of those who are 
experimenting and taking the advance in 
this work, for at no distant day th<- growing 
of silk can be made to add greatly to our 
annual wealth product, and it will be* large­ 
ly an income from the labor of women and 
children, and therefore directly in support 
of families and homes. The members of 
the State Board, who are gratuitously work­ 
ing so earnestly and unselfishly for the sue­ 
c o s of this neiv branch of our State indus­ 
tries, are entitled to the utmost credit, and 
should receive the most cordial support in 
their laudable endeavors. 
_ 
A principal point in silk culture which 
has m ilitated against its being profitable 
with us is the cost and difficulty attending 
the reeling of the silk from cocoons, on ac­ 
count of the high price of labor here as 
compared w ith other silk-producing coun­ 
tries, but autom atic reeling m achinery has 
reccntlv been invented in Europe, which 
will so "far reduce this expense as to alm ost 
place it outside of consideration. The State 
Board is taking steps to procure a reeling 
machine, of this im proved kind, and the 
following letter from the United States 
Consul at Lyons, France, will be of interest 
upon this subject: 
United States Consulate, 
Lyons, May 16, 1855. i 
Mrs. /,. Ilienzi, Commissioner o f Flute Hoard 
o f Silk Culture, California—B eau Madam : 
1 am in receipt of your letter of the 15th 
ultimo, requesting in behalf of the State 
Board .if S ilk Culture information concern­ 
ing the automatic reeling machinery of E. 
\Y. Sewell, Jr.. and stating that the Board 
is desirous of purchasing first-class ma­ 
chines for reeling silk : also asking me to 
contribute information from time to time 
calculated to promote the silk industry on 
the Pacific coast. 
_ 
To the latter request, i first reply, saying 
both as an American, and especially as a 
<'alifornian, believing in the tuture of the 
State us a great silk-producing country. 1 
shall he most happy at all tim es to con­ 
tribute m y utm ost toward the success of 
this industry. 
I take pleasure in forward­ 
ing some copies of m y reports on silk cuitare 
and silk m achinery for the library ot tlie 
State Board, and would recom mend some 
of the dispatches be printed for circulation. 
As to Mr. Sewell's reeling m achinery, I re­ 
gret to say it is not yet available for pur­ 
chase. lie is still waiting the result ot re­ 
cent applications for im provem ents, and 
does not propose to do anything u ntil our 
Patent Office Ills issued his letters. 
1 ex­ 
pect, however, as one-half of tlie series ap­ 
plied for have been granted, the rest will 
very soon be obtained. 
I think, then, there 
w ill be little difficulty in obtaining the 
m achinery: but on this subject Í m ust first 
consult that gentlem an, who, I expect, will 
soon be in Lyons. 
There is no doubt in 
my mind that w ith his m achines silk-reel­ 
ing and the silk industry can be m ade pro- 
duceable and profitable in California. 
The 
autom atic m achinery of Mr. Sewell has the 
advantage of m aking the cost of production 
about one-half to one-third less than silk 
can be reeled to-day in the United States. 
There is no trouble in our raising cocoons : 
tlie point is to have m achinery to reel the 
silk in such quantities and with such per­ 
fection in regularity, etc., as will m ake it a 
comm ercial commodity. 
Mr. Sewell lias 
formed a company to work his rem arkable 
inventions, and I think if you would w rite 
to the President of .the comm ittee in E u ­ 
rope. Colonel Harrison Ritchie, No. 5 Rue 
de Tilsitt, Paris, you would learn exactly 
how they ¡imposed to operate for the sale 
of rights' for State or for m achinery.

ington ladies wear trousers, and it has been 
m ischievously rem arked in certain quar­ 
ters that the novel experience of w earing 
pants has gone a great way tow ard induc­ 
ing some rath er tiiuid ladies to undertake 
tlie task of -earning to ride.

mysterious Pack parlors a wooden horse, 
on w hich th e ladies sit w hile their oloth 
skirts are drapped to hang well over the 
tight-fitting pants.

recently, “ of 
course 
ladies 
wear pants 
with 
their 
riding 
habits. 
They wear them under their rill­ 
ing skirls. 
This has been the custom for 
som e tim e. T hey wear their skirts shorter 
than formerly, ju st so as to touch the 
ground w hen they stand. T hen they wear 
pants underneath", nothing else—no skirts. 
W ashington is very like Paris. 
The ladies 
have good taste. 
I could nam e lots of 
ladies—I don’t know how 
m any—who 
come in and have th*. ir m easures taken, 
ju st as graciously as m en would, and they 
are m uch easier to fit and pleasanter to 
serve than m en. 
A nd the trying on ot 
garm ents? W e have parlors and m aids in 
attendance. They retire to a parlor and 
¡■lit on tlu* garm ent, which is basted to­ 
gether, and when they get it on 1 am sent 
for and go in and fit it. taking it in here, 
m arking it for alteration and letting it out 
there. 
Wiieri I have finished I retire, and 
tlie lady again changes her garm ent. 
This 
is the custom altogether in Paris, and is 
very rapidly becoming so here.” 
The 
average W ashington price of a lady’s rid­ 
ing habit is about $100. 


I.OVY-SECK DRESSES. 
T he costume of woman, from a hygienic 
point of view, is m uch discussed a t present, 
and the vexed question of tight-lacing and 
of skirts too num erous and heavy for tlie 
forms w hich sustain them , is considered 
with patient thoughtfulness 
by medical 
people and female reformers. However, all 
this great expenditure of tim e.and attention 
will doubtless result, as it has hitherto 
dune, in no possible change in dress save 
th at prescribed by fashion. 
The evils of 
lacing arc in general exaggerated, and it is 
by no m eans impossible that if men wore a 
species of corset they would enjoy an im ­ 
m unity from the effect of violent colds and 
m any disorders from which they now sut­ 
ler. 
The ancient beau, of an age more fop­ 
pish than our own. was not unfam iliar 
with the a rt of lacing, and there is no rec­ 
ord of his being injured l>v it. 
The exposure tocold in wearing low-neck 
dresses is certainly one w hich affects the 
health of women more im m ediately than 
the wearing of corsets, and the thin-soled 
slippers and high heels of the day are also 
causes of 
cold 
and 
consequent dis­ 
turbance of the system. 
The advan­ 
tage of woolen 
under-vests 
over silk 
is certainly not to be denied, hut to 
an irritable skin the form er is alm ost as in­ 
tolerable as the hair shirt of a penitent, 
and as such self-inflicted scourges are not 
de rigcur, for the m om ent the silk vest is 
perhaps the m ost popular.—[The Hour. 


ITALIAN GROWING VASES. 
An extrem ely pretty novel •• 
is 
the 
Italian growing vases. 
A lthough they are 
a new invention, they have received gener­ 
al patronage and approval for their simple 
yet beautiful effect. 
T he vase m ust be 
soaked under w ater for at least twelve 
hours, then as soon as taken out of the 
water, anil while it is still wet, cover it 
with the seed (which is supplied w ith the 
vase) by sprinkling it on. taking care not 
to leave any part uncovered ; then at once 
till it w ith water, and every m orning refill 
it if the w ater he decreasing. 
In a few 
days the vase will he covered with a beau­ 
tiful foliage. ThU is very effective, m aking 
a h an d s-me ornam ent. 
These porous pots 
are said to be healthy in a room, as the 
herbs growing on them absorb dam p and 
foul air. 
AKT AND DECORATION. 
The latest novelties in m enu cards repre­ 
sent lobsters, crabs, turtles and frogs in re­ 
pose upon thin plates of copper, the m enu 
being painted in oil colors at the top. Each 
plate is upheld by an easel-like support, 
so th at the list of vivatids can easily be ob­ 
served. 
“ Esthetic tile s” arc im ported w ith a 
surlace texture irregular and in relief, giv­ 
ing a variety of tint. They are in m ono­ 
chrome, blue and red, and low in tone, 
and arc* used in com bination, framed in 
groups with slender tiles ot olive. The 
same hues, introducing yellow also, set in 
irregular mosaics, produce a resultant tint 
in th e eye m uch m ore interesting th an reg­ 
ular tiles. 
Combinations of widely different m ate­ 
rials in house decoration, furnitnre, bric-a- 
brac, and even in more personal articles, as 
in household silver utensils, are especially 
conspicuous at present. 
To paint windows in im itation of stained 
glass, first draw a design on paper, then 
paint it and affix it to the outside of the 
pane with a little gum. Then paint tlie 
inside over the design 
with varnished 
colors. 
In this way tlie sam e design may 
he used as often as desired, and the most 
brilliant hues m ay bo obtained, as the 
colors are transparent and cannot be dis­ 
tinguished from stained glass. 
Use a sepa­ 
rate brush for every color, and never use 
for any other until it has been well washed 
w ith oil of terpentine. The coloring m ust 
not he too thick, and can he tempered with 
a sm all quantity of oil of turpentine. F aint 
the lighte r colors on the lighter parts of tlie 
design first, and then the darker shades on 
the shaded parts 
Tlie glass should then 
he placed in a warm, dry place for a few 
days. 
If the glass is in the window-sash 
keep the* windows shut, as no dust m ust 
get on the work.—[Decorator and F u r­ 
nisher. 
THE ANTIQUE FEMININE WAIST. 
1 believe it is said that tlie corset was not 
unknow n to Rome, but it is clear th at the 
Greek and Roman women, as a whole, were 
quite convinced that ihc hum an form was 
itself beautiful, so that they made no a t­ 
tempt to disfigure it by compression or ad­ 
dition. 
Young girls were dressed simply, 
chastely and yet elegantly in the flowing 
stola, slightly open at the throat and occa­ 
sionally falling in two sets of folds. On 
the eve of marriage they were clad in a 
w hite robe called the regilla. 
After that 
event they wore the girdle, w hich the 
R om an m atrons generally placed im m e­ 
diately beneath the bosom. 
Sometimes 
it was a hand 
and at other times a 
cord tied in a bow. over which the folds of 
the upper part of the dress fell grace­ 
fully. 
Am ong the Greeks, though not in­ 
frequently worn as just described, it was 
often placed lower down. 
Occasionally 
the stola was bound about the bosom by a 
band passing over the right shoulder and 
under the left breast. This gave tlie right 
arm liberty for action, and it was only for 
this object or for speedy motion that the 
waist-cord ever seems to have been draw n 
very tight. 
So little did the Greek and 
Rom an women think of the waist th at in 
great num bers of draped statues their 
m antles are so arranged as to bide it alto­ 
gether.—[Magazine of Art. 


ABOUT THE HOUSEHOLD. 
Porcelain fruit knives are among the 
novelties. The blades are w hite and sem i­ 
transparent, and the handles are in differ­ 
ent colors. These knives are really a re­ 
vival of an old style. They are beautiful, 
and possess at least one advantage over 
silver, inasm uch as they m aybe kept clean 
w ithout so m uch trouble. 
But it is not 
advisable to drop them upon th e floor.— 
[Louisville Courier. 
To stew chicken with peas, says the Ca­ 
terer, cut up a young chicken and lay the 
pieces in a saucepan. Add to it a little 
pepper, salt, and a very sm all onion, a 
sm all piece of butter, a bunch of parsley 
and a half pirn of gravy: cover the pan 
closely and set it where it will sim m er 


slowly. When nearly done, add to the 
chicken a can of French pease, and let 
them stew together until done. W hen quite 
done, thicken the gravy w ith butter and 
flour rubbed together. 
Serve the pease 
around the chicken on the platter. 
A pretty ornam ent for the narrow spaces 
between the casings of the bay-window 
m ay be made w ith a little assistance from 
the carpenter. A thin, smooth pretty board 
of any light wood, about four feet long and 
as many inches in width, is slightly round­ 
ed at the ends, w hich are provided w ith 
holes to slip over the fancy tipped nails 
that are to support it on the wall. P aint 
on this board w ith water colors, and in 
Japanese style, a straggling vine or spray 
of colors. 
It is then lilted with two brack­ 
ets of the sam e wood, one being placed 
about a foot from the bottom of the board, 
the other half-way between the first and 
Ibc top. 
A brilliant black varnish for iron, stone, 
wood or concrete can be made by stirring 
up ivory black in ordinary shellac varnish. 
It ought to be applied to the surface when 
tlie article to be coated is cold. This var­ 
nish does well for stoves or fireplaces. 
To m ake excellent head cheese: Take a 
hog’s head, ears and feet, an ! clean th o r­ 
oughly ; boil them until you can pick ali 
th e bones o u t; chop the m eat: add a cup 
of vinegar, a little salt and pepper, and pack 
in a pan or cheesc-iioop ; when cool, it is 
ready for use. 
it is very nice served in 
slices cold for the tea-table, or fried for 
break fast. 
This is acrim son stain which is frequcntiy 
applied to woods for musical instrum ents, 
etc.: Take ground Brazil wood, one pound: 
water, three quarts, and cochineal, half an 
ounce. 
Boil the Brazil wood with the w a­ 
ter for half an hour, strain the decoction, 
and add the cochineal: then boil the m ix­ 
ture very gently for half an hour, when it 
will he ready for use. 
After the stain is 
applied to the wood, allow it to dry well 
before using the varnish. 
A good mucilage can he made by dissolv­ 
ing five parts of good glneintotw enty.parts 
of w ater for twenty-four hours, then add 
nine parts of rock candy and three parts 
gum arabie. 
Bran w ater is good for a rough com plex­ 
ion. 
Put a handl'd in a rag, dip it in tepid 
water, and wash with it. 
Sour cream cookies are made of otic cup 
of sour cream, one cup of sugar, two eggs, 
one tcaspoonful (not heaping) of sod; , a 
little salt, and II ¡ur enough to m ake a soft 
dough : flavor with cinnam on.

M eetin g o f th e S ta te H o rticu ltu ra l So­ 
ciety . 
San F r a n c i s c o , June 20ih.—A t ihe meet­ 
ing of the Slate H orticultural Society to­ 
day Mr. Sm ith, of Vacaville, stated that lie 
had shipped cherries, apricots and plum s 
to Chicago, w ith very encouraging results, 
realizing a fair priee for ali. 
H e proposed 
continuing to do so. California apricots 
were now bringing from eight to nine 
cents ill Chicago, plum s about ten and 
peaches from twelve to fifteen. H e packed 
apricots and plum s in sm all five-pound 
baskets, and then again in large crates,_ so 
secured by cleats th a t they could n o t jar. 
Cherries he packed in shallow and wen- 
ventilated boxes, w ith a sheet of paper 
over the fruit, to absorb whatever m oisture 
m ay evaporate. 
H e thought any tirm- 
fleshed cherries 
could 
he successfully 
shipped East. 
_ 
Messrs. Shinn, Shearer, Brink, Blowers 
and Blackwood related iheir experience, 
w hich was very similar, the iast-nicutioned 
gentlem an stating, however, that bethought 
freights to the East were too high a t pres­ 
ent for the profitable shipm ent ol apricots 
and plum s, though not for cherries. 
Ho 
believed the large shippers and speculators 
were interested in having the railroad keep 
up its rates, as a m eans of saving them 
from the competition ol the fruit-growers, 
and he favored the formation of a co­ 
operative organization by the latter, the 
better to protect their interests in the m at­ 
ter. 
H e thought there was no danger of 
overstocking the Eastern m arket, w hich he 
considered could dispose of between 20 and 
40 tons per day, if it could be shipped at 
rates w hich would allow of reasonable 
selling rates. 
A com m unication was read from E. J. 
Hickson, of Chicago, in reference to the 
form ation of a joint stock com pany of Cali 
fornia fruit-raisers for tlie purpose of ship­ 
ping fruit, a num ber of prom inent gentle­ 
men being m entioned as Paving already 
subscribed.

OUR IMMIGRANTS. 


A S u icid al P o licy —H ow W e P o p u la te O re­ 
gon an d W a sh in g to n T errito ry . 
A ttention was recently called in the col­ 
um ns of the R ecord-Ltn io n to th e unwise 
and suicidal policy that was being pursued 
concerning the im m igrants arriving in tiie 
State from the East, by having them m ake 
San Francisco their first point of stopping, 
and their rendezvous, there to be induced, 
by fat-salaried and oily-tongued agents 
from im m igration associations in Oregon 
and W ashington Territory, to ship to those 
less desirable localities ; 
and that, in this 
m anner, our efforts to induce im m igration 
to California resulted sim ply in furnishing 
a robust list of passengers, to be thus taken 
away upon the Oregon steamers, w ithout a 
m om ent’s exam ination of tiie land and un­ 
equaled opportunities and inducem ents 
ottered in this State. T he following edito­ 
rial taken from the O akland Times, reviews 
this subject with decided clear-headedness, 
and advises th e adoption of the only sensi­ 
ble way of curing the e v il: 
The people of the East, and especially of 
the interior States, are talking and th in k ­ 
ing of California, and coming here in 
greater num bers th an ever before. The 
hard w inter, the dull tim es, the sum m er 
storm s join to urge the people out of that 
country and send them w here life has fewer 
annoyances radical in the climate. Tiiese 
im m igrants bring m oney to buy land, to 
1 establish hom es and to m alte themselves an 
earning and contributing part of our com­ 
m onw ealth. They don’t come as did the 
Argonauta and gold-hunters of ’49, tired 
witn the spirit of adventure, and pulsing 
w ith alm ost lawless eagerness for gold, but 
they come in the conservative fashion set 
by their ’past lives, to m ake genuine invest­ 
m ents in lands, w hich they expect their 
toil to enrich. 
W hile this lucky show er of 
im m igration is falling this way, has Cali­ 
fornia turned her bucket right side up to 
catch it? Are we doing all thut can be done 
and doing it wisely to hold these good peo­ 
ple and content them with their new su r­ 
roundings? Are we indeed giving tiie right 
kind of reception to a rural population and 
show ing them the advantages which ap­ 
peal to the farm ing instinct of men who 
have raised hogs and corn upon the prairies 
of Illinois and Iowa? 
The influences which control im m igra­ 
tion efforts in San Francisco are not w ork­ 
ing wisely for the best interests of t tie State 
or the im m igrants. 
There is a jealous ef­ 
fort made to run all new comers into San 
Francisco. There a few dollars may then 
be got out of them for replenishing ward­ 
robes, for hack hire, for hotel fare, but 
w hat is the final result? These im m igrants 
w ant land, they arc a rural people, and Cal­ 
ifornia wants accessions to her ru ral popu­ 
lations. 
W hen they are run through to 
San Francisco these im m igrants begin in ­ 
quiring tiie price of land near to the city, 
l’h ey fin d it in San Mateo. Alameda, Santa 
Clara, M arin. Napa and Sonom a ranging 
at from $100 to $500 per acre. 
T he cost <if 
living in the city is rapidly exhausting tiieir 
resources, they are far from their base and 
wish to get settled. 
The city, attractive at 
first, begins to pall upon them , and just 
then along comes the real-cstafe m ission­ 
ary from Oregon and the Puget Sound 
country, to tell them that California is a 
m illionaire's country, w hile the chances 
for a worker are all ripe up the coast. They 
take tiie next steam er for the m outh of the 
Columbia, and that is the last we see of 
them . 
All this goes on, w hile it is true 
that in charm s of climate, richness of soil, 
variety of products, profits per acre and 
genuine con if rts of fife no part of the 
(¡oast offers a tithe of the attractions that 
California does. 
The rem edy is for San Francisco to 
forego the present sm all sum per head ex­ 
tracted out of these im m igrant.'. 
They are 
a rural people, and should be cherished as 
the apple of our eye, for we w ant them as 
m uch as they need the pleasant and profit­ 
able opportunities we oiler to them . 
Cali­ 
fornia, that California which is typified in 
the description of the Prom ised Land, 
flowing w ith m ilk and honey and big with 
corn and wine, is not seen in the five hours’ 
ride from the sum m it of the Sierras and 
across the tule marshes. 
These im m igrants 
shouid be halted at Sacramento, or the 
other junctions of railway lines th at take 
them into the Sacram ento and San Joaquin 
valleys, or into tiie fat inothills w hich are 
the coining treasury of the State in vine­ 
yard and orchard, 
instead of the railroad 
people giving them only a ten-day stop­ 
over ticket, let it he a thirty-day ticket, 
that they m ay explore the country, see it 
for themselves and .-electa location where 
lands are cheap to-day, hut with a few 
years' tiiiage will yield an annual profit 
equal to the selling value of im proved farm 
lands in Iowa and Illinois. 
Instead of sending men up the road to 
A uburn to steer im m igrants into Kan F ran­ 
cisco, let the" m erchants of that city send 
agents to warn them away, and advise 
them into Colusa, Yolo, Kan Joaquin, Lake 
and the valleys and foothills, for the., real 
and perm anent interests of San Francisco 
are to be benefited by the labor and pro­ 
ducts of these people when they are atidi d 
to our population, and not hy the few dol­ 
lars taken from them at the foot of M arket 
street by hotel runners and hackm en. 
As it is now we laboriously and expen­ 
sively spread our im m igration net, and 
catch a thousand a m onth for the benefit of 
Oregon and the country north. 
W e are 
not sure hut w hat the railroads can apply 
the remedy, inasm uch as they spend the 
most m oney in the instrum entalities of im ­ 
m igration. 
Let. them sell tickets only to 
Sacram ento, and the other junctions, and 
so keep these people out of San Francisco. 
It m ight lead to attack upon the railroad 
hy the city papers, hut wc are sure that 
every sensible citizen would see the pro­ 
priety of any policy th at will return to 
California the benefit of the efforts of onr 
own people t* secure au increase in our 
desirable rural population.
